VISALIA — Report from the 
office of Agricultural 
Commissioner Elvin O. Mankins 
concerning the agricultural 
situation in Tulare county as of 
the week ending November 25: 

Rainfall has been beneficial 
to newly-planted barley and 
wheat but has stopped the 
harvest of milo and corn for 
silage. Some grain is now being 
planted by aircraft. 

Wet weather halted cotton 
picking and some gins have shut 
down; lower grade may result 
from rain. 

Pruning has started on 
peaches, nectarines, and grapes; 
movement of storage grapes for 
the Thanksgiving market was 
good; some grapes are being 
exported. 4 

Navel oranges are being 
picked as weather allows with 
color and tests generally good; 
some Valencia oranges are still 
moving; copper sulphate is being 
applied to trees to combat 
decay. 

Sugar beet and pepper harvest 
was stopped as a result of wet 
weather; picking and packing of 
green tomatoes continues; 
cutting of Butter lettuce, Red 
lettuce and -Romaine is 
underway. 

Grass is growing well in the 
foothills, some cattle are being 
turned out on range, but 
supplemental feeding is_ still 
being done.

Thursday, November 30, 1972 . 
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In the late 1950s - less than 15 years ago - the job of a state 
legislator, assemblyman and senator, was on a part-time basis; 
legislative sessions were limited; pay was a small percentage of what 
it is today; retirement benefits were minimal (if they existed at all) 
and there was concern in some quarters that the climbing state 
budget would soon hit an astronomical one billion dollars. 

Gaining support was a theory that legislating for the state of 
California should be a full-time job; that in order to attract men of 


high calibre, 


pay for assemblymen and senators should be 


substantially increased; that only full-time, well-paid legislators 
would possess the wisdom to bring order to state government and 
halt the rapidly rising costs of state administration. 

This theory carried the ring of logic in a superficial sort of way, 


and the public generally bought it. 


But words of warning came from the late State Senator J. 
Howard Williams, a respected senator who carried the attributes of a 
statesman yet was well versed in the realm of politics. 

Senator Williams suggested that raising the pay of state legislators 
could well attract highly qualified men, but more likely it would add 
an incentive for articulate incompetents to seek public office. 

He agreed that administering the state of California was a big job 


and that a somewhat logical case was being made for full-time 
legislators, but he suggested that full-time, highly-paid legislators

could easily further complicate state operation and increase the state 
budget, not forgetting themselves, because they would have full time 


‘to work on it. 


Well, the logic of 15 years ago has pretty well proved to be false 
and the suggestions of Senator Williams have pretty well come to 


ass. 
: A billion dollar state budget? Forget it. The state budget is now 
seven billion dollars and still going up. : 
High-calibre, full-time legislators? Full-time all right, but too many 
of them seem to be trying to prove their capacity as articulate 


incompetents. 


Legislators not forgetting themselves? You bet they’re not, what 
with salaries that we suspect are considerably higher than many of 
them could command in private, competitive enterprise, (and they 
appear to be getting ready to vote themselves a raise) plus a 
retirement system that is magnificent to behold - that is if you area 
retired state legislator and not just a we the people taxpayer. 

All of which adds up to the fact that 15 years ago isn’t really so 
far back, and 15 years from now really isn’t so far ahead. Unless we 
the people blow the whistle on our elected officials, the trend of the 
past 15 years will continue into the next 15 years, and as is the rule 


in politics, at an accelerated pace. 
What Senator Williams 


suggested has come to pass. 


Unfortunately, it will continue to come to pass as long as we 


grassroot folks allow it to happen. 


LEGISLATIVE EFFORT TO CONTINUE

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REDUCED COTTON ALLOTMENTS 
NOT LIKELY TO AFFECT VALLEY 


VISALIA — Reduced federal 
cotton allotments are not likely 
to have a significant effect on 
cotton plantings in the San 
Joaquin valley next year, 
directors of the California 
Planting Cotton Seed 
Distributors have agreed. 

Meeting in Visalia, November 
17, board members said acreage 
cutbacks by growers because of 
reduced allotments are likely to 
be offset by expanded plantings 
of growers encouraged by 
elimination of set aside 
provisions. 

In announcing the 1973 
cotton program last week, U.S. 
department of ‘agriculture 
Officials said the changes were 
made with the hope of reducing 
acreage and potential cotton 
surpluses next year. 

CPCSD officials ssaid they 
expect national cotton acreage 
will be down as growers in the 
Southern states switch some 
cotton acreage into alternative 


cash crops of soybeans and grain, 


sorghums. 

Tom Cherry of Bakersfield, 
CPCSD manager, said 14,000 
tons of planting seed have been 
saved for 1973 planting in the 
valley counties. Although below 
the projected quota of 15,500 
tons, Cherry expects the supply 
to cover planting requirements 
and any contingencies. The seed 
savings projection was based on 
acreage next year close to the 
875,000 acres estimated by 
CPCSD to have been planted in 
the six valley counties in the 
present season, from Merced 
south through Kern.

Government documents, 
whether they are put out by one 
or many of the state 
departments are replete with 
language that drives a citizen to 
his dictionary. How many of 
these do you know? All are in 
common usuage in the stacks 
and stacks of reports received by 
every legislator every day. 

In some cases, all attempts to 


translate to plain English have: 


stumped the layman. As _ the 
purpose of English, or any 
speech, is to be understood, let 
me acquaint you with some of 
the most-used words and phrases 
you may hear bandied about the 
halls of the Capitol, or blown 
out of your radio or TV set, or 
seen in ballot propositions. 

Let’s start with the 
expression. ‘‘establishing 
dialogue” or “opening lines of 
communication” - this usually 
means you must listen to my 
side of the argument until you 
agree with me. At that point we 
have established “‘clear rapport.” 
(“Clear rapport” - that’s another 
one.) 

Then there is the elegant term 
“viable alternatives.” In English 
this means - or may not mean - 
there’s got to be a better way so 
we can get it by the Governor 
without his vetoing it, and/or 
having the public on your neck 
for errant foolishness. 

“Bifurcated” - that one drove 
me to the dictionary. It simply 
means “divided.” “Innovative 
program” is a slightly different 
approach to last year’s defeated 
legislation, or an old turkey with 
new feathers. “Continuum” is a 
series, one after another. That’s 
a program that has been 
defeated more than two years 
running and the department 
wants it introduced again as an 
innovative program. 

“Over-all image” - that’s a 
program that the people are 
disgusted with and government 
propaganda is necessary to make 
it more’ palatable. 
“Restructuring” - that means the 
whole thing has laid an egg and a 
new staff has been appointed to 
improve the bill’s over-all image.

bill into six or seven to get any 
of them out of committee.

Language deliberately tossed 
from the heady heights of one 
expert to another leaves one 
with the suspicion that 
something shady is going on 
somewhere. Language can be 
made to dupe and falsify. Or to 
clarify and explain. If you can’t 
understand what is said, don’t 
feel that someone is trying to 
slip something over on you - but 
then, again, don’t be too sure 
they are not.

“LAND OF THE TULES” REVISED 
EDITION IS NOW AVAILABLE 


VISALIA — A _ compact, 
reliable history of early Tulare 
county will again be available 
November 28 when a revised 
edition of “Land of the Tules,” 
by Annie R. Mitchell, of Visalia, 
goes on sale in local bookstores. 

Additions to the new edition 
include a historical map of the 
county, over 30 pictures, and 
data not available when the 
book was first published in 
1949. The 88-page book is 
published by Valley Publishers 
of Fresno and sells for $4.95. 

Miss Mitchell is recognized as 
a top historian of Tulare county. 
Her grandfather came to 
California in 1847, and_ she 
herself has devoted much of her 
own life to researching, 
recording, and stimulating 
interest in history. 

Miss Mitchell was born at 
Tailholt (now called White 
River) and received her 
education in Porterville shcools, 
Fresno State college and the 
University of California. She was 
a schoolteacher and principal for 
35 years. 

She has authored three books 
plus the commemorative 
“Visalia - Her First Fifty Years”

disturbances; pornography; 
violence and over-sexed movies 
and TV; hi-jacking; unpopular 
wars; drugs, and associated 
build-up of crime statistics; 
cheating on Welfare and 
Unemployment benefits; etc. All 
these, and more, now seem to be 
‘a part of everyday life. 

While all this is going on, 
most of our younger people 
strive, even thrive on trying to

owning a very pleasant and 
gentle cow named Betsy.
